THE GOVERNOR THINKS THE
COUNTY BILL FINANCIAL

!

CHANGE IS DANGEROUS.

"I can not' .bring myself tt approve
and accept the responsibility for the
county measure as It stands," said
Governor Carter this morning after he
had sent In his veto of the county gov-

ernment act.' "While I believe, as I
have said before, In more representa-
tive local governments, I believe that
our people must grow to the system.
This bill provides for an Immediate
complete overthrow of our scheme of
finances, and I cannot approve the plac-
ing, of practically all the revenues In

the hands of county officials.
"I have tried to be an exception to

the ruler of history, that a man In
whose hands power Is placed begins to
think that he knows all and that his
judgment Is better than anyone else's,
and have tried rather to give what the
people want, but I do not feel that I
can accept the responsibility of approv-
ing this measure. My whole policy has
been directed towards establishing tho
financial standing and credit of the
Territory, and to sign this bill would
be to oppose-- that policy. I believe that
It will produce results which the men
who pass It do not expect. Under the
law, If the Territory defaults In pay-

ments on bonds, the bondholders may
take the Territorial treasury. This they
cannot do ,1 think, with county treas-
uries, and I do not think the act will
Improve our credit.

"It seems likely that the bill will be
passed over a veto, and the legislature
undoubtedly has a right to pass It. In
that event It will go Into effect and we
shall do the best we can under It. But
I cannot assume the for
the conditions of possible chaos which
It may bring about."

According to Richmond Smith, one of
the correspondents of the Associated
Press and Reuter's news service, the
surrender of Port Arthur by General
Stoessel was an outrage. Smith Is a
through passenger en the S. S. Korea
He went out originally for the London
Standard but was unable to get to th
front. Later he was engaged by th
two news agencies and represented
them with General Nogl's army before
Port Arthur. Smith saw all of the
heavy fighting during the siege of that
fortress.

"There was no reason for Stoessel,-- '

hq said "to have surrendered when he
did. He had 28,000 fighting men and
should not ave given up. It he had
held on the place would be besieged yet
as the Japanese could not have taken
the fortress. The capture of the 203

meter hill gave the Japanese simply
control of the harbor and the Russian
vessels but that position did not com
mand the main fortress. In fact up
to the time that 203 meter hill fell, the
outer fortifications were Intact.

"One serious trouble with the Rus
slan forces was the friction that exist
ed.

There wa a bare quorum of plRllt
preMtit when the Semite wan called to
order this morning. After the rending
of ,the minutes, President Isenberg read
Rti Invitation from the Governor to tho
Senators to visit the battleship 6lilo at
4:15 p, m. On motion of Dowsett the
Invitation was accepted.

There was the usual batch of notifi-
cations from tho House of the passage
of bills.

Dowsett Introduced a resolution call
ing for the appropriation of $5,000 for
repairing roads In the Fourth district.
Laid on the table to be considered with
the deficiency .bill.

Dickey Introduced a new bill to nro- -
lect owners of bottles and containers.
Head first time and referred.

At this stage of the proceedings,
United States Marshal Hendry came In
with subpoenas for Hewitt, Achl and
Paris, to appear before the Fedral
grand jury, and In effect that broke up
the Senate meeting so that It became
necessary to take a recess for fifteen
minutes.

Following the recess, on motion of
Dowsett, Senate Bill 98 was taken up
out of order and considered at once.
This Is the Dickey bill apportioning the
taxes to the counties under the County
Act, and If It Is not passed today the
Governor will have the power of the
pocket veto.

Dowsett moved to amend the bill so
that county assessors must pay to the
Territorial treasurer 50 per cent of all
taxes collected under any tax law In
any county, less the expense of collect--
Ing the same, the remaining 50 per cent
to be paid to the County treasurer.

The motion precipitated an extended
discussion. At the conclusion of this,
however, the Dowsett amendment car- -
rled on a show of hands, nine to four.
And then the Senate got tangled up on
the proposition as to when the act
should go Into effect. Hewitt moved to
make the act effective July 1st, and, the
difficulty arose as to what disposition
should be made of the revenues of the
current year. Bishop, Dickey and Paris

A CUTTLEFISH

SAYS ANNREWS

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL MAKES
REPLY' TO THE RAPID TRANSIT
STATEMENT.

Attorney General Andrews this morn-
ing made a further statement In reply
to the latest Rapid Transit statement.
The attorney ' general repeated his
statement that the matter of passes
was never brought up for discussion
until after the evidence had been se-

cured and proceedings begun In the
matter of violations of the speed law.
He also stated that he had never In
any way asked for pass privileges for
himself or any member of his depart-
ment, denying emphatically the state
ment that he had complained. that pass
privileges were not extended.

"This pass business noes not matter
anyhow," said Andrews. "To talk of
the imss business Is merely a way of
clouding the Issue. Suppose that It Is
true that we wanted passes for this
office and that the reason the proceed-
ings were begun Is that we didn't get
them, what has that to do with the
real question of whether the law Is be-

ing violated or not? The Rapid Tran-
sit Company Is only beclouding the Is-

sue. It ought to be called a cuttle-
fish, Instead of an octopus, according
to the custom of naming big corpora-
tions. The question up for considera-
tion Is not whether this department
wants passes or not but whether the
Rapid Transit Company has been vio-

lating the law of Its franchise.
"I repeat what I said yesterday, that

the pass question Is puerile. I also
wish to repeat that the pass question
was not raised till after the Investiga-
tion of the was begun."

The matter will be the subject of a
legislative Investigation.

ICDUNTY BILL VETO

(Continued from page one.

making It absolutely certain. yrt would
obligate tho fldmlnlMtratlon to accept

financial plan under which Its re
venues would be beyond the control
of Its officials, Its credit seriously af
fected, nnd Its finances Involved to such
an oxtent that the hnrm could never be
repaired.

The plan of allowing each county tax
assessor to assess property In any man
ner he mlttht see fit has been tried by
many communities, found Impractica-
ble, and Iihh resulted In the adoption
of state or territorial boards of equali-
zation, with centralized power and au-

thority, under which alone uniform as-

sessments have been brought about.
I recognize the wide demand for a

more representative form of govern-
ment. I believe that to develop our
people, responsibility must be placed
upon them. Experience cannot be
passed from one community to another
nny more readily than It can be passed
from one Individual to another. It
must be developed. I can, however,
see no reason why our territorial
finances should be Involved In the ex
periences our people are anxious to go
through In the development of tho
county system.

There are a few minor objections
that It might be well to point out.

First. While certuln county officials
are provided under this bill nnd their
salaries fixed, yet wide discretion Is
allowed each board of supervisors to
appoint such create
such positions nnd pay such salaries as
they deem necessary or expedient.
Thus the taxpayers must recognize that
the present salary list does not limit
the expenses In that direction.

Second. There Is nn evident desire
nnd attempt to safeguard public Inter-
ests by requiring surety bonds from
all public officials, yet any surety com
pany which has the stated amount of
Its capital can be authorized to issue
surety bonds even for the board of
supervisors themselves, who have au-
thorized Its acceptance. While It is
true that the sufficiency of the surety,
In the case of supervisors, has to be
passed upon by a circuit Judge, yet this
divides the responsibility between the
board of supervisors and the circuit
Judge( and It Is extremely doubtful If
any Judge will have the temerity to re-

fuse to accept any surety company
which the board of supervisors has al-

ready approved. Thus between tho
two the taxpayers' Interests would be
unprotected.

Third. The bill provides that all
county officials, with the exception of
the sheriff of Kalawao, can be Im-

peached, and for this purpose the board
of supervisors becomes a tribunal be-

fore which impeachment proceedings
can be heard. Thus we have the
anomaly of a member of the board of
supervisors permitted to influence and
vote Im proceedings for his own Im
penehment.

Fourth. There Is some confusion as
to the payment of election expenses of
the Territorial Board of Inspectors.

Fifth. A careful analysis of the bill
falls to show any remedy in case a
duly elected official falls for any rea
son to qualify. With county govern-
ment once In operation, his predecessor
would probably hold office, but this
omission may seriously hamper the
Instituting of the system.

Sixth. No board of supervisors can
pass an ordinance In contravention of
or in conflict with the general laws of
the Territory. This rule appears to be
universal, with the astounding excep-
tion of the transportation, storage and
use of all explosives and Inflammable
oils, where the power of the board of
supervisors " absolute. I can see no
reason for this exception, or the ad-

vantage of haying each county act In
dependently of any other, nnd without
regard to the Territorial law In rela-
tion to such matters.

These objections, however, nre minor.
The great difficulty Is that the Terri
tory will be hampered, In that the col-

lection of Us whole revenue will be
placed In the hands of county officials,
the surety on which bonds may be
worthless, and who are beyond the
control of the Territory: our flnnnees
endangered, our good faith and credit
Injured.

To defer to the wishes of the people.
and accept responsibility for such a
measure would be clearly against the
plain duty, 1 owe this Territory.
